8 French Soldiers Killed 
20 Wounded AsTerrorists 
Continue Fight In Algeria

ALGIERS (API—Rightist Secret 
Army Organization units attacked 
French troops in Algiers today. At 
least eight soldiers were reported 
killed and 20 wounded as Euro­ 
pean terrorist# stepped up their 
fight to keep Algeria French. 
The attackers fired on steel-hel- 
meted infantrymen—most of them 
young draftees from France—as 
they deployed through the turbu­ 
lent European worker district of 
Bab El Oued, The attackers suf­ 
fered some casualties as French­ 
man shot at Frenchman but the 
number wuo not determined. 
Troops backed by armored cars 
sealed off Bab El Oued, setting 
up barbed wire barriers at en­ 
trances to the area, which houses 
about 50,000 Europeans, mainly of 
Spanish and Italian origin.

Pro- 
Peron labor unions summoned 
nearly 2 million workers to strike 
for 24 hours in protest against 
Frondizi’s decree—ordered by the 
military—nullifying sweeping Per- 
onist victories in National As­ 
sembly and provincial elections 
last Sunday.

The full effect of the strike was 
not expected to be felt until later 
in the day, but officials predicted 
it would not be paralyzing. The 
powerful Transport Workers Un­ 
ion said it would not take part 
Other unions also refused to join 
in, but went on record as opposed 
to Frondizi.

Rusk Accuses Reds Of 
Blocking Test Ban Pact 
While Planning A-Tests 


H IG H T O W ER 
GENEVA AP) — Secretary of 
State D^an Rusk accused the So­ 
viet Union today of blocking a 
nuclear test ban treaty while pre­ 
sumably planning a new series of 
atomic weapon explosions.

charge and blamed the United 
States for the failure to reach 
agreement on a test ban.

Farm Marketing 
Orders Discussed 


Tho Carroll's Tract Advisory 
Council met Wednesday evening 
at the home of Thomas Dolly, 
Fairfield R. I. 
National marketing orders were 
discussed with Charles Lott, Get 
tysburg R. 3, as leader. Mr. Lott 
said that marketing orders are 
a result of a rapidly chang.ng 
agriculture. He defined a marketa­ 
ble order as a set of regulations 
whereby unsatisfactory market 
ing procedures could be corrected 
or controlled by the Department 
of Agriculture. 
The oldest example of a mar 
keting order, he said, is the Cali­ 
fornia State Cling Peach Order. 
Here a group of growers seeing 
a need for help in marketing their 
product ask for legal help and 
eventually voted on a state mar 
keting order. In California the 
law calls for a yes wile by AS per 
cent ol the number of the pro­ 
ducers who control 51 per cent 
of the volume of the product. Then 
the order requires the growers to 
avaoid surpluses either by remov 
mg immature peaches from trees 
or removing bearing ding peach J 
trees, or by dumping No. I peaches 
at the cannery-. Certain quality 
regulations are enforced. Adver­ 
tising, research and marketing 
methods are programs sponsored 
by the order. 
Federal marketing orders op­ 
erate much the same way. but 
they would be mandatory thus re­ 
moving all local control to the 
IT. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Mr. Lott said. •

Bartholomew was one of the Apostles whose life story 
has !x*en lost to us during the centuries that have passed 
since he was first calk'd by Jesus to he one of the Twelve. 
A number of authorities believe he is the same per­ 
son as Nathanael, mentioned in the Gospel of John, 
(1:45-51). 
This opinion is based on the fact that Bartholomew 
is not a proper name, hut meiely served to identify him 
as the son of Tolmai. 
Moreover, the name Bartholomew is never mentioned 
in th e G ospel according to John. But in the latter 
Evangelist’s list of Apostles, Nathanael is the name given 
in the place* accorded to Bartholomew in the other three 
Gospels. 
Scholars reason, therefore, that John may have 
referred to him by bis given name, where the other three 
Gospel writers followed the Hebrew custom of calling 
him the son of Tolmai. 
It was Philip who first told Nathanael of Jesus. And, 
John relates, N ath an ael replied somewhat con­ 
temptuously, “Can there any good thing come out of 
Nazareth?” 
But upon first seeing Jesus, Nathanael followed Him 
as readily as the other disciples, declaring, ‘'Rabbi, thou 
art the Son of God.” 
According to traditions of the early Church, Bartholo­ 
mew became a missionary to the East, preaching in 
Mesopotamia, Persia, Egypt, and Armenia. 
Legends say he was m artyred in A lh an op olis, 
Armenia. The manner of his death is variously reported 
as having been crucifixion, beheading, and being flayed 
alive. 
The immortal Michaclangclo apparently incliner! to 
the latter story, for in his famous painting, ‘T h e I Ast 
Judgment,” a {laved Bartholomew is shown holding his 
own skin in his hand.

We've gone respect­ 
able, or at least as respectable 
as Webster’s Third New interna­ 
tional Dictionary can make us.

League 
mothers and newspaper manag­ 
ing editors with a language all 
our own. But those tortured words 
and phrases have made the new 
dictionary in force. 
Four-bagger? It s right there: 
“ A home run.” Haymaker? “A 
powerful blow with a fist often 
resulting in a knockout.” Red 
dog? "To rush the passer in foot­ 
ball.” Lay-up? “A jumping one- 
hand shot in basketball made off 
the backboard from close under 
the basket.” 
FOOT IN BUCKET 
There’s “pigskin,” and “horse­ 
hide.” and even “bum,” both ten­ 
nis and ski. 
Theres southpaw. “A left-hand­ 
ed baseball pitcher.” Also, “A 
boxer who leads with the right 
hand and foot forward, while 
guarding with the left hand.” 
Foot in the bucket: “Batting 
with the foot nearest the pitcher 
drawn back from the plate.” 
Steal: "To gain a base by run­ 
ning without the aid of a hit or 
an error.” 
Alsoo “gridder” and “cager” 
but, mercifully, not “thinclad.”

Twenty-eight centuries ago the 
prophet Elijah called upon the 
people of Israel to make the most 
important of all decisions, the 
choice of following God or man. 
the I/ird or 
Baal, 
His voice 
echoed 
across 
Mount 
Carmel 
challenging the people to render 
their decision "How long halt ye 
between 
two opinions? 
If 
the 
Lord he God, follow Him: but if 
Baal, then follow him.” The peo­ 
ple stood dumbfounded and "an­ 
swered him not a word." Con­ 
fronted by a choice they hesitated 
in indecision. Would they follow 
the paths of God or of man? The 
ways of man segregated from 
God always lead to destruction. 
The 
writer of 
Proverb® says, 
‘There is a w'ay which seemeth 
right unto a man. but the end 
thereof are the way* of death.” 
Which way would Israel go? Who 
would be their God, Baal or the 
Lord? When they descended from 
Mount Carmel would they travel 
the path leading to national ruin 
or to spiritual properity?
